This is the English edition of Atlas van 
de Oudchristelijke Wereld (Amsterdam: 
Elsevier, 1958). It is a companion volume 
to L. H. Grollenberg’s Atlas of the Bible 
(London: Nelson, 1957), reviewed in The 
Booklist and Subscription Books Bulletin, 
January 15, 1958, and is similar in plan and 
format to it, as well as to other atlases 
published originally by Elsevier, among 
them Atlas of Western Civilization (1954), 
also by Frederik van der Meer. 

Dr. van der Meer is Professor of Chris- 
tian Archaeclogy and Liturgy at the Uni- 
versity of Nijmegen, and Dr. Mohrmann, 
whose subject is classical philology, is on 
the faculty of the same institution. Both 
are authors of many articles and books in 
their respective fields. In the preparation 
of the Atlas they have collaborated on the 
text, while the maps, all original, are the 
work of Dr. van der Meer. The English 
edition has been translated and edited by 
Dr. H. H. Rowley, Professor of Hebrew 
Languages and Literature, University of 
Manchester; and by Mary F. Hedlund, who 
holds an M.A. degree from Oxford. No 
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other information concerning her was 
found. 

The Atlas provides a survey by means of 
maps, pictures, and text of the geography, 
history, art, architecture, iconography, 
theology, and literature of the Christian 
world from a.p. 30 to a.v. 600. One portion 
of the Foreword is written by Dr. Rowley 
and the other by the authors. The authors 
state here that the work “. . . does not 
attempt to provide an exhaustive history 
of Christianity during the first six cen- 
turies of its existence nor a systematic 
survey of Early Christian literature... . 
This work is one of general interest, and 
in it the point of departure is visual... .” 
In his part of the Foreword Dr. Rowley 
writes that the volume will be “. . . valu- 
able to the serious student no less than 
to the general reader... .” 

There are 42 maps, numbers 1 to 40 of 
which are placed at the beginning of the 
volume, following the List of Maps and a 
page listing Contents. Individual maps 
depict the expansion of the Christian 
church by diocese for each century and 
the milieux of Christian writers, also by 
century. There are also maps covering 
plans of important cities, pilgrimages, mo- 
nastic life, monuments, and other subjects. 
Map 41, Division of the Roman Empire 
into Prefectures, Dioceses and Provinces, 
on the front end paper, provides a key, as 
explained later, to the more detailed maps 
which have the Imperial divisions. Map 
42, Early Christian Writers 100-700, on the 
back end paper, brings together all the 
authors successively named on the litera- 
ture maps for each century. 

The maps are followed by the 614 photo- 
graphs and their accompanying text. 
These are arranged in three sections: The 
Church of the Martyrs a.p. 30-313; The 
Church of the Empire a.p. 313-600; and The 
Fathers of the Church and Early Christian 
Literature. In addition to subdivisions by 
century in the first two sections, there are 
topical subdivisions on church life which 
treat such themes as Holy Scripture, Bap- 
tism, The Eucharist, The Sign of the Cross, 
and The After-Life. Each section and sub- 
division is introduced by passages of vary- 
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ing length which sketch in the background 
for the period or subject and the photo- 
graphs illustrating it. Often these passages 
include or consist of quotations from pagan 
and Early Christian writers. Next come 
the descriptions of the plates, which in- 
clude information as to provenance and 
present location of the original. Back- 
ground commentary, plate descriptions or 
captions, and the plates themselves are 
closely interwoven, and, with very few 
exceptions, are in juxtaposition. 

At the end of the volume there are a 
Geographical Index to the maps and plates, 
an Index of Persons and Things in the 
maps, plates, and text, an Index of Authors 
and Inscriptions, and Notes to the Maps. 

As has been noted by quotation from 
the Foreword, the Atlas is designed for the 
general reader as well as for the serious 
student. There is no doubt that the person 
without special knowledge can derive 
much benefit from maps, text, and pictures. 
The vocabulary, however, makes few con- 
cessions to him in the use of ecclesiastical 
terms and technical terms, particularly in 
the field of architecture. Also, since some 
of the persons, institutions, and events 
mentioned are not identified, and others 
only briefly, a person without knowledge 
of the period will need to refer to other 
works to understand the full significance 
of some of the references. 

Aside from these criticisms, the com- 
mentary is excellent. Succinct and perti- 
nent, it provides necessary background for 
the illustrations and successfully relates 
them to each other and to their times. It 
is also objective, scholarly, and, to a high 
degree, accurate. A very few minor errors 
are the result of misprints. The quotations 
are aptly chosen and contribute much to 
an evocation of the contemporary view- 
point and to the interest of the Atlas. The 
translations of the quotations were made 
for this work, and citations are always 
given to the original source. The English 
translation of the entire text is for the most 
part smooth, although there are occasional 
awkward phrases and errors in sentence 
structure. The English spelling is retained 
for the American edition. 
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The maps, reproduced in six-color offset, 
are sharp and clear. Place names on those 
which give the Imperial dioceses are in 
Latin of the period depicted, whereas mod- 
ern names are used on maps which are 
chiefly devoted to the monuments. While 
this divergence seems useful, it is the 
source of some confusion and inconsisten- 
cies in the Index. The names of Early 
Christian authors are given in red on the 
maps. A system of symbols is used to 
indicate episcopal sees, archdioceses, pa- 
triarchates, castles, monasteries, and ruins, 
as well as a wide variety of other informa- 
tion of ecclesiastical and archaeological 
significance. The maps are generally leg- 
ible, with light backgrounds, generous 
scales, and an avoidance of overcrowding. 
Occasionally an overlapping boundary 
makes a legend difficult to decipher. Relief 
is shown on very few of the maps. 

According to the Foreword, “The photo- 
graphs have been chosen not essentially 
for the beauty of the reproduction or the 
fame of the monument, but because of their 
significance and illustrative power.” Taken 
from sarcophagi, buildings, monuments, 
mosaics, coins, tapestries, sculpture, and 
other arts and crafts, they illustrate many 
aspects of Christian life during the six 
centuries. Their reproduction in black and 
white, by photogravure, bringing out even 
minute detail, is one of the outstanding 
features of the Atlas. In the entire work 
only Plates 62, 346, and 347 were noted 
as not entirely successful, and these prob- 
ably fail because of the condition of the 
original objects. 

There are see references in the plate 
captions and text to other related plates 
and to the maps, but not consistently so. 
For example, the caption to Plate 399, 
which is a detail of the “Jonah” sarco- 
phagus, refers to Plate 167, which is a 
photograph of the same sarcophagus, but 
there is no reference from Plate 167 to 
Plate 399. 

In the Geographical Index, according to 
the explanation preceding it, former names 
are given in their Latin spelling, modern 
names are given in brackets following an- 
cient names, location on the maps is indi- 


cated by reference to the division into 
provinces in force in the Roman Empire 
after a.p. 294, the dates in brackets repre- 
sent the earliest known references in 
documents to the dioceses. The references 
are to map and plate numbers, with map 
references in ordinary type and plate 
references in italic type. Spot checking of 
place names on the maps against the Index 
revealed no omissions. However, there are 
inconsistencies in the Index in referring 
from different names of the same place, and 
in the information given under various en- 
tries. There is no indication under Parisii 
that the modern name is Paris, although 
under Paris there is a see reference to 
Parisii. There are no entries for Astorga, 
modern name of Asturica, or for Turin, 
modern name of Augusta Taurinorum. 
When there are entries under two or more 
names for the same place, the usual prac- 
tice has been to refer under each to the 
map or maps where that particular name 
is used, with see reference to the other 
names. But, again, this is not consistently 
done. Under Lutetia Parisiorum, the 
earliest name for Paris, reference is made 
to Maps 25 and 40, where only the later 
name Parisii appears. Fullest information 
is usually given under the Latin name. 
There is additional information under the 
modern name for some places, but not for 
others. The method of locating places on 
the maps by reference to the division into 
provinces as shown on the front end-paper 
map leaves much to be desired. Often a 
rather wide area must be searched before 
the place is located. The indexing is not as 
detailed for the plates as it is for the maps, 
and many places mentioned in the text are 
not brought out in the Index. 

In the Index of Persons and Things a 
brief identifying statement is given with 
most entries, and references are to map 
and plate numbers. It is difficult to dis- 
cover the basis for inclusion in this 
Index. Beyond a statement that informa- 
tion mentioned on the maps is not repeated, 
there is no indication as to what the policy 
has been. Certainly no attempt has been 
made to index even all personal names 
appearing in the text. The following list of 
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persons and things appearing on page 58, 
which includes Plates 116-122, was checked 
against the Index: Constantine, Flavia 
Helena Augusta, Maxentius, Edict of 
Tolerance, Constantine’s Triumphal Arch, 
and Eusebius. Only Constantine and Flavia 
Helena Augusta (under Helena Augusta) 
were found. 

Both indexes follow a letter by letter 
system of alphabetization. Boldface type 
used for main entries and guide words at 
the top of each page facilitate their use. 


The beauty of the maps and photographs, 


the fine quality of the heavy offset paper, 
and the artistry of the volume’s design 
give the Atlas an attractive format. The 
cream buckram binding contributes to the 
handsomeness of the book, but soils easily, 
and the front covers of the two copies 
examined are beginning to warp. The 
numbers of plates are often on the inner 
margin, where they are difficult to read, 
and where they will make rebinding im- 
possible, as will the extension of many of 
the plates to the edges of the pages, and 
the placing of two key maps on end papers. 
The omission of page numbers on pages 
that have plates extending to the lower 
edge is an inconvenience. 

The Atlas of the Early Christian World 
is a scholarly, accurate work which brings 
together much material in a form not 
hitherto available on a period which has 
not been covered to any extent by books 
with a popular appeal. Its lack of detailed 
indexing will handicap its reference use to 
some extent, but this is partially compen- 
sated for by its logical arrangement. It is 
recommended for home purchase and for 
purchase by public, college, and university 
libraries. 


The Illustrated Library of the Natural 
Sciences. Sponsored by the American 
Museum of Natural History. Editor: 
Edward M. Weyer, Jr., Ph.D. New York, 
Simon & Schuster, 1958. 4v. 3042p. illus.

This is a four-volume survey of the 
world of nature covering every field of 
natural science from geology and anthro- 
pology to biochemistry and astrophysics. 
According to the Foreword “these volumes 


will bring to the reader the story of the 
universe, the earth and its inhabitants, to- 
gether with their relation to each other. ... 
Like the modern museum these volumes 
represent not the oddities of nature but the 
aspects that apply to man and his exist- 
ence.” It is hoped that “these books will 
appeal to all kinds of people—the student, 
the housewife, the farmer, the indus- 
trialist, the office worker—because the 
problems of understanding the environ- 
ment in which we live are common to all.” 

This alphabetically arranged set of 
books contains contributions by leading 
scientists and scientific writers. It was 
prepared under the editorship of Edward 
M. Weyer, Jr., formerly editor of Natural 
History magazine and currently acting 
curator of the Museum of Anthropology 
at the University of California. A list of 
contributors, p.v-xi, indicates the sections 
written by each author and also gives 
the position of most of them. Sixty of the 
total 165 contributors are not indentified 
by position, but some of them are well- 
known personalities: Martin and Osa 
Johnson, Joyce and Josef Muench, Donald 
Culross Peattie, and Edwin Way Teale. 
Represented are a wide variety of author- 
ities, professors, research fellows and 
personnel of colleges and _ universities, 
curators and directors of museums and 
societies, editors, and heads of expeditions. 

The Illustrated Library of the Natural 
Sciences is intended for the general 
reader, being chiefly made up of articles 
reprinted from Natural History. A check 
of that periodical since 1940 located 65 
per cent of the articles. Only the copy- 
right dates ranging from 1925 through 
1957 indicate that the material is not new. 
Sources other than Natural History are 
given on the versos of the title pages of 
the four volumes for twelve of the articles. 

The articles in The Illustrated Library 
of the Natural Sciences vary in length 
from a short paragraph of three or four 
sentences to full accounts of twenty-two 
pages. Their tone is conversational; their 
style is journalistic, and they are written 
in nontechnical language. Both common 
and scientific names are used throughout 
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the set. Coverage of the facets of natural 
history is quite uneven. There are few 
articles on individual species of birds even 
though this is a topic of interest, but there 
is a cross reference in the Index from 
birds to individual species. Few common 
American flowers could be located, al- 
though the Index again refers the reader 
to individual species. Many of the articles 
are not a comprehensive treatment of the 
subject. Some are little more than a 
picture and a caption. Owl is represented 
by two pages with ten pictures and no 
accompanying account. 

Throughout the four volumes the choice 
of subject headings is erractic and is 
adjusted to fit the titles of the articles 
chosen for inclusion in the set. Readers 
would seldom think of some of the head- 
ings selected. There is an article Insects 
in the “I” section and another long dis- 
course devoted to the same topic in the 
“W” section; the latter is entitled Winter 
and Insects. 

The articles selected for inclusion in 
The Illustrated Library that were taken 
from recent issues of Natural History are 
accurate and up to date as evidenced by 
Astronautics, Antibiotics, Antarctica, and 
Carbon 14. The text of Astronautics in- 
cludes developments through the launch- 
ing of the first Russian satellite October 
4, 1957, and the illustrations include Ex- 
plorer. Antarctica includes data on the 
International Geophysical Year. Most of 
the older articles are on natural history 
subjects in which the state of knowledge 
changes slowly. As there are no bibli- 
ographies or footnotes, each article de- 
pends for its authority wholly on the 
author and gives no suggestion for further 
reading. 

The Index for this set is located at the 
end of volume 4. It serves as a useful 
device for locating information. Individual 
articles and illustrations are arranged 
under a keyword heading and placed in 
alphabetical order according to these 
headings. For the most part the Index 
is accurate and thorough. 

The illustrations, charts, and diagrams 
for this work are profuse, averaging one 
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to a page. They are in black and white 
with a yellow sepia accent. They are not 
as clear as in the earlier printing in 
Natural History, and the addition of the 
yellow cast detracts from them. Many 
pictures extend to the stitching on the 
inner margin as well as to the other edges 
of the pages making rebinding difficult. 

The set is attractively bound with each 
volume’s binding a different color. Volume 
numbers are clearly marked on the spine 
of each. The print is clear and easily read. 
However, the size of print varies through- 
out the set as did that of the articles 
when they originally appeared in Natural 
History. 

If a library or home does not have the 
back issues of Natural History thé volumes 
of The Illustrated Library of the Natural 
Sciences will provide interesting reading 
material in the area of the natural 
sciences. There are evident, however, an 
unevenness in coverage of science sub- 
jects, poor quality of illustrations, and 
awkward organization of material. For 
these reasons the set is not recommended 
as a reference work for homes and li- 
braries.

Previous reviews of The World Book 
Encyclopedia have appeared in Subscrip- 
tion Books Bulletin for the January issues 
of 1930, 1935, 1940, and 1953, and the 
October issues of 1943 and 1947. For the 
purpose of this review, the 1958 printing 
has been compared with those of 1952 and 
1956. 

In the Foreword, The World Book En- 
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cyclopedia is described as “a standard 
reference work which may be used and 
enjoyed by young and old alike,” and one 
that has “established its usefulness in the 
school, home, library, and office.” 

J. Morris Jones, formerly managing 
editor, is now editor in chief. David C. 
Whitney is listed as managing editor. Ten 
educators make up the Editorial Advisory 
Board. Dr. Hollis C. Caswell, President 
of Teachers College, Columbia University, 
is chairman of this group whose function 
it is to keep the editors up to date on 
current trends in education. Eighteen 
specialists serve as consultants in the fol- 
lowing fields: bibliography, color maps, 
geographical statistics, library use, read- 
ability, and science. Over 1,600 “scholars, 
authorities, and specialists” are listed in 
volume 1 as “authors, critics, authen- 
ticators, and revisers.” Initials of those 
responsible appear at the end of all major 
and minor articles. The contributors in- 
clude Associate Justice William O. Doug- 
las (United States Constitution), J. Edgar 
Hoover (Federal Bureau of Investigation), 
Allan Nevins (Eisenhower and Truman 
biographies), Wernher von Braun (Space 
Travel), and Douglas Waples (Reading). 

Material in The World Book is arranged 
by subject in one alphabet, letter by letter. 
The Foreword states that “An extensive 
system of cross references in the body of 
the work, in regular alphabetical order, 
renders a separate index unnecessary.” 
Adequate access to all the material is pro- 
vided by this system, and there is the 
added advantage of not having to consult 
a separate index. See references, many of 
them added since 1952, are found both as 
main entries and within the text of some 
articles; see also references appear within 
articles and at their close. With rare 
exception, they are accurate and used to 
good purpose. Lists of “Related Subjects” 
following major articles lead to other use- 
ful material throughout the set. The 19 
volumes are continuously paged. Volumes 
1-18 follow the unit letter arrangement 
which places all subjects beginning with 
the same letter together in one volume; 
volume 19, the Reading and Study Guide,

classifies the material in volumes 1-18 
into 44 major areas of knowledge and 
refers to information by volume and page. 
The World Book articles cover both 
broad and specific subjects, and are 
written for the age and grade level of the 
readers whose reference needs they are 
designed to meet. The set is intended for 
upper-elementary, junior and senior high 
school students, and experience with the 
set shows that they can use it. The style of 
writing is clear, concise, simple, and read- 
able. Although especially designed for 
students, the set is also useful as a general 
adult encyclopedia. Promotional material 
points out the fact that “controversial sub- 
jects are presented objectively without 
bias or prejudice.” Examination of The 
World Book proves this to be true in such 
articles as American Federation of Labor 
...and Union of Soviet Socialist Republics. 
Another instance, the article Bible, written 
by the well-known scholar Dr. Edgar 
Goodspeed, was critically reviewed by 
Bishop Fulton J. Sheen (Roman Catholic), 
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Rabbi Irving J. Rosenbaum (Jewish), and 
the Reverend E. H. Wahlstrom (Luther- 
an). 

The pronunciation of unusual and diffi- 
cult entries is given phonetically, and 
pronunciation guides (lists of unfamiliar 
place names, rivers, mountains with pho- 
netic pronunciations of each) accompany 
some geographical articles. Many major 
articles are followed by useful outlines 
and questions based upon the text, and 
many have bibliographies. Twelve well- 
known children’s and young people’s li- 
brarians from both school and public 
libraries have prepared the bibliographies 
which list books for both “young” and 
“older” readers. Although some are in 
need of revision, most of those examined 
were found to be up to date and briefly 
annotated. For example, all but five of 
the titles on Asia were published in the 
1950’s several within the last three years. 
The bibliographies are very good, the titles 
well chosen, the annotations brief, but 
helpful, and the needs of both younger and 
older readers have been kept in mind. 

The publisher states that in the continu- 
ous revision program of The World Book 
Encyclopedia since 1952, 17,622 pages have 
been revised, 376 new pages added, as 
well as 3,844 new and revised illustrations 
of which 1,534 are in color. 

A comparison of the 1958 The World 
Book printing with those of 1952 and 1956 
reveals the extent and thoroughness of the 
revision program. There is a great deal of 
new and revised material reflecting recent 
developments in science and technology, 
geography and history, the arts and indus- 
try, and business and agriculture. 

In the field of science and technology, 
new articles include Automation, Guided 
Missile, and Solar Energy. The eight-page 
article Space Travel, new in the 1958 
printing, contains material on the two 
Russian satellites launched in the fall of 
1957 and the Explorer I and Vanguard I 
put into orbit by the United States early 
in 1958. Information on the Salk vaccine 
has been added to the article Poliomyelitis. 
Television now includes several additional 
pages on color television. Air Condition- 
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ing, Petroleum, and Plastics have been 
rewritten in the light of new technological 
developments, and feature dramatic use 
of color in illustrations, charts, and di- 
agrams. The article Submarine includes a 
paragraph on atomic submarines, with 
mention of both the Nautilus and the Sea 
Wolf. There is also a diagram of one of 
the atomic submarines. 

There are many changes in geographical 
and historical material. By 1956, articles 
had replaced see references for Cambodia, 
Indochina, Laos, Malaya, and Vietnam. 
The 1958 printing includes articles on oth- 
er new nations, e.g.: Ghana which became 
a member of the British Commonwealth of 
Nations in 1957 and United Arab Republic 
formed by the union of Egypt and Syria 
in February, 1958. It also has information 
on the Suez Canal crisis and the 1956 
Hungarian revolt. A comparison of ma- 
terial on Israel provides an interesting 
example of The World Book continuous 
revision program. In the 1952 printing, 
the two short paragraphs on Israel dealt 
mostly with ancient Israel but mentioned 
the new state founded in 1948. A note 
added, “For later history of the State of 
Israel, see Palestine (History).” By 1956, 
the article Israel had been expanded to 
five pages, including several photographs 
and a map incolor. A note at the head of 
the section “History” advised “See Pale- 
stine for history to 1948.” An additional 
page was added in the 1958 printing. A 
paragraph on the 1950’s (under “History”) 
reports the Israeli invasion of Egypt and 
the capture of the Gaza Strip in 1956 and 
the subsequent withdrawal of Israeli 
troops from Egypt in 1957. 

Material on the United States govern- 
ment and its various agencies has kept 
pace with recent developments. New ar- 
ticles noted since 1952 include Central 
Intelligence Agency; Health, Education, 
and Welfare, Department of; Social Secu- 
rity Administration; and U.S. Air Force 
Academy (enlarged from two paragraphs 
in 1956 to almost three pages in the 1958 
printing). Material on the Supreme Court 
has been revised as new members have 
been appointed. 














Revisions since 1952 include changes in 
major geographical articles, e.g.: Africa, 
Asia, Canada, Europe, and Germany. 

Striking full color photographs have re- 
placed earlier illustrations in the material 
on Canada. Emphasis is now placed on the 
period following World War II in the 
article Germany, with a contrast drawn 
between the Communist dominated East 
Germany and the West German Republic. 
The Committee’s review of the 1952 
The World Book Encyclopedia noted the 
new series of Rand McNally colored maps, 
map indexes, and map statistics through- 
out the set. This series has been greatly 
extended since that time. The addition of 
one or more colors also enhances product 
and industry maps of various states and 
foreign countries. 

The World Book is especially strong in 
biographical material. The publishers 
point out that the set contains over 5,000 
separate biographical articles, and a check 
of the first 100 pages of volume 4 reveals 
one third of the articles are biographical. 
Changes are made in this material as 
necessary in accordance with the continu- 
ous revision policy already described. New 
entries in the 1958 printing include: Chou 
En-Lai; Diem, Ngo-Dinh; Knowland, 
William Fife; and Nasser, Gamal Abdel; in 
the 1956 printing: Khrushchev, Nikita S.; 
Mao Tse-Tung; Nixon, Richard Milhous; 
and Salk, Jonas Edward. Death dates have 
been added to entries for a number of 
people who died in 1957. In some in- 
stances, recent photographs have been 
substituted for earlier ones, e.g.: Helen 
Keller and Clare Boothe Luce. There are 
biographical entries for John Foster Dul- 
les, Joseph R. McCarthy, and [Maurice] 
Harold Macmillan but none for Andrei 
Gromyko, Russian Foreign Minister in 
1957; Senator John Kennedy of Massachu- 
setts; or John Hay Whitney, appointed 
U.S. ambassador to Britain in December, 
1956. 

Articles on various phases of business 
have been brought up to date in recent 
years, e.g.: Advertising has been entirely 
rewritten and illustrated with attractive 
colored diagrams; Banks and Banking, re- 


vised and reillustrated in the light of 
present day banking services. Nobel Prize 
winners through 1957 are listed in the 
1958 printing. A section, “Children’s Book 
Awards,” has been added to Literature for 
Children, giving information on several 
annual awards in the United States and 
abroad and describing the new Hans 
Christian Andersen international book 
award. Enrollment figures and accrediting 
agencies for American colleges and uni- 
versities now appear in a table as a part 
of the article Universities and Colleges. 
See references from some articles on in- 
dividual colleges and universities direct 
the reader to this information. 

Revisions have not always been made 
consistently throughout related material 
in the set. For example, the articles Egypt 
and United Arab Republic state that 
Gamal Abdel Nasser became the first 
president of the United Arab Republic 
early in 1958, yet this information does 
not appear in the biographical entry on 
Nasser which ends with his election as 
president of Egypt in 1956. Similarly, the 
“History” section of Union of Soviet 
Socialist Republics reports that Khrush- 
chev replaced Bulganin as Soviet premier 
in March, 1958, but the change is not re- 
flected in the biography of either man. 

A check of population figures in the 1958 
The World Book with those in the 1958 
World Almanac has revealed The World 
Book figures are accurate and are based 
on late census reports. However, they are 
not always as up to date as those given 
in The World Almanac. For instance The 
World Book tigures on employed women 
in the United States are based on 1950 
“government statistics,” while The World 
Almanac source is the July, 1957 U.S. 
Census Bureau report. Both cite the same 
1955 figures for U.S. railroad mileage. 

Volume 19, Reading and Study Guide, 
contains outlines of 44 major subject 
fields, with accurate volume and page 
references to the material in the first 18 
volumes of The World Book Encyclopedia. 
The publishers state that it is designed to 
assist students, parents, clubwomen, li- 
brarians, and others in locating material 
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on a given topic scattered throughout the 
set. Among the subject fields covered are 
Animal Life, Biography, Communication, 
Government, Law, Medicine, Organiza- 
tions and Agencies, Painting, and Science. 
The Biography outline lists persons al- 
phabetically under professions with many 
professions further subdivided by country. 
Organizations are listed both by name and 
subject, and headquarters addresses are 
also given. Except for a more detailed in- 
troduction and a somewhat improved 
format, the 1958 printing differs little from 
previous ones. 

Perhaps the outstanding feature of the 
1958 The World Book Encyclopedia is the 
high quality of its illustrative material. 
Graphic materials, many in full color, in- 
clude reproductions of paintings, photo- 
graphs, and sketches. The publishers use 
many fine full-color plates, color in maps, 
diagrams, and charts, and graphic materi- 
_als to dramatize historical and factual 

information. 

The general format of the 1958 printing 
is excellent. Simple gold bands have re- 
placed the more elaborate scroll design 
formerly used on the cover and spine of 
the volumes. The World Book appears on 
the spine, along with the volume letter, 
numeral, and paging. The binding is 
sturdy and attractive. The text is printed 
clearly on good quality paper, and longer 
articles have headings and subheadings in 
boldface, easy-to-read type. 

Characterized by comprehensive cover- 
age and readable and easy-to-use infor- 
mation that meets the interests and needs 
of upper-elementary, junior and senior 
high school students, and featuring excel- 
lent illustrative materials, the 1958 print- 
ing of The World Book is recommended as 
a children’s and young people’s encyclo- 
pedia for use in the home, in school and 
public libraries, and as a popular elemen- 
tary encyclopedia for adults. In view of 
the new and revised material added in 
recent years, libraries holding 1952 or 
earlier printings will find the 1958 print- 
ing a useful replacement.
